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AMERICA-ITALY DAY 


May 24 was officially designated ass “A m erica-Italy 
Day.” 
For some reason or other, but certainly for no 
reason that is easy to explain, Americans In general 
have never given Italy full credit. 
T hat country has 
fought a magnificent tight, most of the tim e against 
heavy odds —not so much human odds as odds offered 
by nature. 
She had to tight her way over alm ost in­ 
accessible mountains, easily defended by the foe. 
She 
had to tight without coal, without iron, without shipping, 
under economic handicaps that would have broken the 
spirit of any less determined people. 
Once only she 
tailed to stand steadfast; and that lapse was due not 
to the enemy's force and courage, but rather to his cow­ 


ardly trickery. 
That lapse is redeemed. 
Italy today is standing like 
a rock. 
In some miraculous way she has accumulated 
all the war supplies and equipment that she needs. 
She 
is laughing at the threat of an Austrian offensive. 
She 
has in tho field a great army, imbued with a spirit sec­ 
ond to none. 
She lias an army in France, fighting along 
with our own, and is apparently prepared to place on 
that front one man for every two of ours. 
Italy's war from the first has been dictated by a 
fiery idealism. 
She went to war to realize freedom for 
Italians. 
She remained in the war to win freedom for 
all races worthy of it. 
We should let our Italian com­ 
rades know that we appreciate their courage and sacrifice, 
and are proud to stand by their side. 


REALLY A GOOD MOTOR 


We need not feel so terribly disappointed about the 
Liberty Motor, aft**r all. 
The Scientific American, whose 
word should carry authority, says: 
"Speaking from first-hand knowledge, after 
a personal investigation by members of our staff 
conducted at W ashington and Detroit, we are in 
position to say, first, that the Liberty .Motor as 
it stands today is a distinct success; secondly, 
that its production in quantity lias commenced 
and is proceeding at an accelerating rate; third­ 
ly, that these motors as turned out by quantity- 
production methods are standing up to govern­ 
ment tests; and lastly, that not only will our 
aviation service possess the lightest motor for its 
power, but a more powerful motor than any 
other in existence today.” 
That is reassuring. 
All we need now Is to have 
the production multiplied. 
Since tim recent upheaval 
concerning the airplane production we can easily imagine 
the grim look upon the faces of go\eminent leaders. 
From now on that department will be kept under the 
lash and the laggards will be given less consideration 
than they might have been accorded had not the eyes 
of the nation been focused upon war plane production. 


TRAINING EMPLOYERS 


A college course in the problems of employment man­ 
agers was opened not long ago in Cambridge, Mass. 
Tile 
first twenty-one pupils were men sent by m anufacturers 
working on war contracts, especially shipbuilding and 
munitions plants. 
Also there were prospective employ­ 
ment managers from the quarterm aster’s and labor de­ 
partments at W ashington. 
It is strange that the need of training for such work 
was not more evident earlier. 
It has taken a shortage 
of successful employers to open up the possibilities of 
a regular course of training. 
It has been demonstrated 
again and again in various industries in recent years 
that experts at the head of employment departm ents 
have materially reduced the waste that goes with the 
cureless hiring of employes and the unchecked "turn 
over” of lalKir. 
Instruction is given chiefly in four divisions: e m ­ 
ployment practice, statistics, labor economics, and indus­ 
trial organization. 
Lecturers are gathered in from liar 
yard University, the .Massachusetts Institute of Tech 
nology, Boston 
University and from the 
Employment 
M anagers’ Association of Boston. 
A sim ilar school was opend in Rochester, N. Y., last 
March. 
It's an exceedingly important step in meeting 
employment problems in war iudustries. 
But it ought to 
be continued after the war for the same reasons of 
greater efficiency, avoidance of waste aud solution of 
many labor problems. 


THE SIZE OF THE ARMY 


We think we have a pretty good sized army in 
France already; and as a m atter of fact, we have as 
large a force there as Napoleon ever had under his com 
mand at one tim e. 
In a few months, we shall have a 
million and a half there, and thut number will be raised 
to two million. 
That is a large number of men, measured even by 
present standards. 
But it seem s small when we con­ 
sider our human resources, in the light of what we have 
accomplished in previous wars. 
lf we were to raise as many troops in comparison 
with our population as fought in our Civil war, we 
r.hould have nearly 12,000,000 men under arm s. 
We do 
not expect to raise anywhere near that manv, to be sure. 
It doesn’t seem likely that half that number will be 
needed for the big job on hand. 
But it is well to remem­ 
ber that the issues at stake today are no less vital than 
those of the Civil war, and to refrain from either fearing 
or admiring the Bise of our army until it approximates, 
say thirty or forty per cent of the man power we m ar­ 
shalled half a century ago.

In some fields of newspaper enterprise his 
undertakings were audacious and served a good purpose. 
The New York Herald was among the first great Amer­ 
ican journals to build up extensive cable news service 
with all parts of the world. 
Mr. Bennett was a pioneer 
In developing telegraph and cable news service from 
Mexico, Centrhl America and South America. 
His feats 
In sending Henry M. Stanley Into the heart of Africa 
to find Dr. Livingstone and in sending the Ill-starred 
Jeanette relief expedition 
into the A rctic seas were 
Napoleonic achievements. 
While Mr. Bennett built up and maintained two great 
newspapers— the Herald of New York and Paris—and 
made them remarkable and influential, in some respects, 
yet some of his journalistic methods were not above 
reproach. 
The New York - Herald unquestionably is a 
great newspaper, which has borne the stamp of the 
Bennett originality—one might say the Bennett eccen­ 
tricity— in all of its features. 
It will be interesting to 
watch the effect the passing of the fountain-head of that 
great jou rnalistic enterprise will have upon the Herald 
of the future.

Berry Dealers 


Berry dealers, whether wholesalers 
or retailers, had better look “a lcedle 
oud" in future in the matter of giving 
full weight in the sale of this commod­ 
ity, as County Sealer George McPhee 
has tired of warning them and here­ 
after will enforce the law to the letter 
in regard to the weight requirements 
and has so informed those concerned. 
I he ordinance regulating the sale of 
berries provides that raspberries and 
loganberries shaH weigh eight ounces 
per box net weight, and that all other 
kinds of berries, including strawber­ 
ries, shall weigh twelve ounces net per 
box. 
Strawberries ths season are excep­ 
tionally high in price, the retail quota­ 
tion on the local market this morning 
being tw’elve and one-half cents per 
box for the best and ten cents for 
lKJorer grades. 
This morning McPhee 
found many short weight boxes, the 
discrepancy in some cases being twen­ 
ty per cent. 
Dealers were warned this morning 
that 
hereafter, 
shortweight berries 
would be confiscated wherever found 
and those offering them for sale would 
be prosecuted. The stock excuse that

short weight will not be accepted in 
future, but any other explanations as 
to weight discrepancy may be ronflded

Makers Agree on I OO Per 
Cent Priority For Govern­ 
ment War Needs 


WASHINGTON, D. C# May 25.— 
There will be no specified curtailment 
of the motor car industry. 
Car man­ 
ufacturers have agreed with govern­ 
ment officials that war needs demand 
IOO per cent priority on steel and 
id her materials required for muni­ 
tions manufacture. 
The committee, 
composed of W. C. Durant, General 
Motors Company; John Willys, Willys- 
Overland 
Company; 
John 
Dodge, 
Dodge 
IJros., and Walter 
Flanders, 
Maxwell Motor Company, completed 
negotiations with the W ar Industries 
Board with the understanding that 
the government will take steel and 
whatever other materials it needs up 
to IOO per cent and / h e motor car 
manufacturers will arrange their pro­ 
grams accordingly. - They 
will 
use 
their proportion o ft/h a t steel that is 
left over pro rata J^itn other non-war 
manufacturers. 
p 
Bach company has been advised by 
the committee to consider its produc­ 
tion and program problems in view of 
this 
arrangement. 
The 
committee 
was informed by the W ar Industries 
Board that there b a d m e n no official 
attempt to set the curtailment to 75 
per cent, as had been indicated by 
newspaper dispatches. 
The commit­ 
tee denied all responsibility for this 
statement. 
Car Makers' Argument 
The conference included arguments 
on the part o f the motor car commit­ 
tee t o t h e effect that labor woul.3 d c 
thrown out of work, huge organiza­ 
tions disrupted, making them inef­ 
ficient for war work, and that finan­ 
cial disaster of a $2,000,000 industry 
would result from a drastic curtail­ 
ment. 
When 
the 
War 
Industries 
Board officials recommended a severe 
reduction in passenger car manufac­ 
ture it was pointed out that they had 
been in error previously, that the 
shortage situation might clear up in 
the next 90 days and that the govern­ 
ment did not actually know its own 
requirements for steel and other ma­ 
terials, and that a severe curtailment 
might mean tho destruction of the 
huge industry unnecessarily. 
When the government officials per­ 
sisted the motor car committee stood 
pat. 
It stated that It would not set 
a curtailment figure but would force 
the responsibility for any such drastic 
curtailment upon the W a1' Industries 
Board. 
In view of its own lack of 
knowledge of steel and other material 
requirements, the board hesitated to 
ret 
a 
specified drastic curtailment 
Which might be unnecessary and in 
'he near future br.U|g severe criticism 
upon the War Industries Board, with 
the result stated Above—that there 
will lie no specific curtailment, but in­ 
stead an arrangement w hereby the 
government has first and full priority 
with motor ear m akers taking what 
materials are left for use in production 
of cars. 
It was agreed that this plan was 
by far the best. 
It prevented all hys­ 
teria and panic in the industry and 
especially among the 37,000 dealers. 
It gives the government all of the 
materials it needs, yet it allows the 
industry to run up to normal produc­ 
tion, as speedily as the shortage situ­ 
ation cleats up. 
According to the 
agreement made between the Industry 
and the War Industries Board the 
present 20 per cent curtailment period 
expires July 31. 
The steel situation is the pressing 
one, and 
whatever curtailment .Aor 
next year is decided upon will be dic­ 
tated very largely by the supply of 
steel. 
The Shipping Board, under Ed- 
win N. Hurley, has announced that it 
is building 4,000,000 tons of shipping, 
but Charles M. Schwab, who has as­ 
sumed charge of ship production, de­ 
clares that he is going to build 6,00o,- 
000 tons of shipping. 
This will mean 
a heavy drain on the steel resources 
of the country. 
The proposal not to 
ship steel to any industries for a 
period of oO days seem s to have been 
primarily intended to stock up the 
ship yards with steel so that next Prin­ 
ter there will not be any holding back 
of the ship building program because 
of a failure of our transportation sys­ 
tem, similar to that of last year. The 
W ar Industries Board is determined 
that those primary war industries, 
such as shipbuilding, etc., will be 
cared for no m atter how other indus­ 
tries have to suffer. 
The N. A. C. C. has given ofit the 
following statement, indicating that it 
is working in harmony with the W’ar 
Industries Board on the question of 
curtailment:

those particular m achines and w ithout 
having been drilled in the highly sp ec­ 
ialized practice of m aintaining m otor 
cars in the field. The initial m istake 
has been m ade by highly-placed 
non­ 
technical officials who p ossess th e mad

From the

TOKIO, Japan, May 25.—The Jap­ 
anese government 
lias arranged to 
help in the purchase of American 


I motor cars and trucks by granting 
purchasers in lite empire a subsidy 
! of not more than $500 and, for five 
years, an annual maintenance subsidy 
not to exceed $150. 
In return these 
j motor vehicles may be taken by the 
I minister of war for military service 
j when needed. 
Each car or truck to 
qualify must have a carrying capacity 
of at least one English ton, or 2240 
pounds. 
The diet in Tokio passed the mili­ 
tary motor car subsidy law recently, 
and it was promulgated at once by the 
emperor, the premier and the minister 
of war. 
Besides buying imported cars, 


j the law encourages the Japanese to 


j make such cars. 
A manufacturing 
subsidy of $1000 or less is to be grant­ 
ed on such cars as qualify and which 
are made by Japanese or by Japanese- 
owned corporations with factories in 
the empire. 
Three Factories in Nippon 
Three concerns in this country now 
are classed at motor car manufactur- 
i ing companies. T he furthest advanced 
I is the South Manchuria Railway Com­ 
pany, Darien, which has built a fac­ 
tory and turned out four cars, which 
are being subjected to experimental 
tests. 
The two largest shipbuilding 
companies in Japan are erecting motor 
car factories. 
T he Mitsubishi Dock 
Company, Nagasaki, will construct air­ 
plane engines as well as cars, while 
the Kawasaki Dock Company, Kobe, 
will build only motor cars. The Japan 
('ar Works, Nagoya, is assembling 
cars, all the important parts of which 
are imported from America. 
When the cars are in military serv­ 
ice their owners will be given “a cer­ 
tain compensatory amount of money 
by the minister of war. 
Subsidized cars may not be exported 
or sold or rented to foreigners and 
may not be given as security. 
The war department will make fre­ 
quent inspection of the cars to detect 
faults, which will be ordered cor­ 
rected within a certain period. 
If 
the repairs ordered are not made on 
I time, the owners “shall be disqualified 
and suffer suspension of the right to 
the subsidy.’’ 
The law further says that “A per­ 
son who possesses foreign-made motor 
cars which have a capacity equal to 
that of the motor cars qualified by 
the law and who uses the cars him­ 
self or allows a third person to use 
them shall be granted a subsidy not 
to exceed $50.’’ 
Horses are scarce in Japan, and 
most of the trucking is done by men 
who pull two-wheeled cars without 
sideboards. 
Labor is in strong de­ 
mand now here, and'the use of motor 
trucks would release thousands for 
service in factories.

Two regular 
Ford cylinder head gaskets and a 3-32 
inch steel gasket w ere used under the 
head when the kerosene tests w ere 
made, to low er the com pression from 
60 to about 53 pounds. 
T he run was 
made over the boulevard system of 
the city. 
In the test for m ileage on gasoline 
one full traffic stop was m ade; the 
carbureter bowl finally running dry 
at 21.5 miles. In* tests for acceleration 
there was a difference of only 3-5 sec­ 
onds In favor of gasoline. 
The trials 
were m ade from 5 to 30 m iles per 
hour. In high w ear the lowest car 
speed was about 6 m iles per hour, 
for both gasoline and kerosene. 
In 
blimbing the north end of H ubbard's 
hill, the K. B. C. carb u reter showed 
a slight advantage over the stock 
Ford gasoline equipm ent, the tim e 
for the form er being 33 seconds, as 
com pared w ith 34 seconds for gaso­ 
line. 
On the south hill a slightly 
better perform ance was secured on 
gasoline, but this was due m ainly to 
ignition trouble which developed while 
kerosene was tested. 
A fter the kerosene tests the engine 
head was removed, reveallgg a prac­ 
tically clean set of pistons, valves and 
plugs.
